"James M.Benton, tbe judge of 
theCireoit Coartfor the Twenty- 
fifth Judicial District, composed 
of 01ttrk,Jessamine, Madison and 
Powell Ooanties. it forty years 
old and lives at Winchester, wliidi 
has been his home for twenty-six 
years. He is a native of Madison 
(younty, and was educated in the 
public schools of the county and 
at Central University at Rich* 
mond, and received his degree of 
law from tbe University of Vir- 
ginia.
